All the replies 
showed that the Prospects are 
very satisfactory, and apparently there are 
openings for more.

State Supreme Court at San Francisco 
yesterday which will have the effect 
of reducing the income of the Board 
of Education of this city by about 
$20,000 and that of San Francisco by 
$16.000, according to a dispatch re- 
celved here last night.

funds based on attendance at elemen-

Good Irrigation Bonds. 

HE holders of irrigation bonds in this State 
find themselves badly handicapped because 
of the indisposition of capitalists to accept them 
as securities for borrowed money. The State 
Treasurer constantly rules against these bonds, 
and the result is, they are practically unmarket- 
able, and this becomes a great obstacle in the 

way. of developing new irrigation projects. 
The matter will be submitted to the voters of 
the State at the next election in the way of a 
proposed constitutional amendment, the object 


of which will be to do away with the inability 


at present existing in using irrigation bonds as 
security for money. | 

This is one of the many inconveniences of hav- 
ing an organic law that is more a code of laws 
than a constitution. It is a subject that ought 
not to be submitted to the voters of the State as 
a whole, for the reason that it is impossible for 
the average citizen to gain a clear comprehen- 
sion of the subject without giving more time and 
attention to it than such average citizen is dis- 
posed to do. 

We suppose that in any case where irrigation 
bonds are sold not only the water, but the land 
in the district, would naturally be 8 as 
security for the payment of the bonds. In the 
State of California the average run of land with- 
out water is not worth over $50 an acre and is in- 
capable of much development. With water this 
land is worth in a raw state from $500 to $1000 
an acre, and is capable of development which will 
make it worth from $1000 to $2500 an acre. 
Thus it seems that the water forms a much larger 
basis of value than the land. 

Where conditions like these prevail it is mani- 
festly greatly to the interest of all that the water 
supply should be developed to its utmost capac- 
ity. It is just as manifest that this development 
is impossible without money, and also that the 
money must come in many cases from bonds. 
With these facts in sight it certainly looks as if 
some legal step should be taken toward remov- 
ing any unnecessary obstacles in the way of de- 
velopment so very desirable. Of course the con-

Among 
us, official figures show, we inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom are making some two thousand millions ster 
ling a year. 

Our national capital works out at the useful sum of 
eleven and a half thousand millions. The eleven 
tfousand millions represents private property: the 
half—five hundred millions—ts the estimated value of 
public property such as government and municipal builé 
ings, warships, public parks, etc., down to the postoffice 
public inkpots. 

How does Britain’s wealth compare with that of the 
Britain of a century ago? The answer is simple. The 
Britain of 1912 is worth just six times as much as the 
Britain of 1812. The official estimate of that vear

When J. G. Chandler was graduated from the Military 
Academy with the rank of lieutenant the Lincoln cam- 
paign was in full swing, and before his shoulder straps 
were tarnished by contact with the air, the fatal shot 
bad been fired at Charleston which kindled the Civil 
War. Lieut. Chandler was in the Artillery Corps, but 
was transferred to the quartermaster’s department on 
the general's staff. There he served all through the war, 
making such a record of faithfulness and capacity that 
when the war was over he had attalued the rank of 
colonel. In the time of peace which followed, Gen. 
Chandler served in the army at most of the posts in the 
country, until his retirement at the statute age in 1895 
He had then been promoted to the rank of brigadier- 
reneral. 

Soon after leaving West Point Gen Chandler was 
sent to the Presidio at San Francisco, and it was while 
on his way there that he passed through Los Angeles, 
in 1855. Gen. Ord had already been here and had sur 
veyed the city of Los Angeles.

The new law nearly cuts in half the time required to 
own a bomestead. Under the old law, a five years 
residence was required, with no provision for a man to 
go away and earn enough to tide him over hard times. 
Under the new law. however. only a three years’ resi- 
dence is required. while the pioneer is permitted to be 
away for five months during each year. sc that he may 
be able to earn sufficient to pull him throveh the critica! 
period of homemaking in the West. There are other 
radical changes provided under the new law, which does 
away with much red tape and technically, the plan of

Bath Day in Agra Jail. 

One of the humorous sights of India says a contribu- 
tor to the August Wide World Magazine, is the daily 
bathing parade in a native prison. In the one we wit 
nessed were youthful habitual criminals, varying in age 
from 9 to 15 years, taking their daily dip at 
Agra jail. While the governor watches proceedings 
from the shade of a tree, the prisoners. each man fet- 
tered and carrying a bow! of beaten brass or steel, are 
led out in double file to a stone pavement, on each 
side of which runs a shallow trough of water. At the 
command of a native warder, bowls are filled and 
waistcloths are washed. At a second order the pris 
oners scoop water over themselves and then sink 
emartly to their haunches, one behind another, in 
“arallel lines.

The pro 
cess, while comical, is a genuine illustration of the say- 
ing, “You scratch my back and I'll scratch yours,” 
except of course, to the prisoners whose fate brings 
‘hem to the head or tail of the line, where they reccive 
only half the “treatment” of their fellows. 


The Biggest Stone Ever Quarried. 
[Wide World Magazine:] One of the most interest- 
ing proofs of the wonderful civilization of the ancients 
‘ys afforded by the great slab of stone at Baalbec, in 
Syria. This huge monolith is sixty-nine feet long) four- 
teen feet broad, and seventeen feet in depth. II is said 
‘o be the largest plece of stone ever quarried, and its 
estimated weight is 1500 tons. It is thought by archaeo- 
logical scholars that this huge stone was intended by 
tLe ancient builders to adorn the Temple of the Sun 
rear by now, of course, in ruins. Here, in one of the 
walls which still stand, are to be seen huge slabs of 
stone, which careful ‘measurements show to be sixty- 
tLree feet long and thirteen feet high. And, more re- 
markable still, they are placed in position nineteeu

sign of any cementing mixture is to be found in these 
encient buildings, the stones have been squared and 
polished so evenly that only after the most minute 
search can the joints be found, and when traced it is 
impossible to thrust the blade of a pocket-knife be- 
tween them!

The Letter H“ in England. 


It is a curious fact, says William 8. Walsh, in the 
August Strand, that the misuse of the letter h“ by 8 
certain class of Englishmen—now so fertile a subject 
cf remark and ridicule not only among aliens, but 
Lmong educated Englishmen also———was unknown or 
„nnoted until comparatively recent times. There is 
no allusion to the h“ difficulty by those dramatists and 
humorists of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
who find ample occasion for laughter in the provincial- 
ism of boors and clowns among their own countrymen, 
tLe respective brogues of the Irish, the Scotch, and the 
Welsh, or the broken English of Frenchmen and Ho 
sanders. 

More curious still, English writers on language have, 
until recently, paid little attention to this trait of Eng- 
‘ish speech. For the trait is peculiarly English, or 
rather South British. The Lowland Scctch, as English 
‘in blood as the people of England themselves, and 
speaking an ancient and important English dialect, are 
entirely free from any incapacity to manage the as 
pirate. So are the English people of Irish birth, and 
to are all men and women of English blood and Amert 
ean birth—New Englanders, Virginians, and the like. 

“Yet it so pervades England,” says Richard Grant 
White, “that it might be regarded as the normal form 
of English speech, but for the fact that it is entirely 
sbsent from the speech of those who speak the best 
Fnglish, and is to them a cause ef aversion and an 
cecasion of ridicule.” 

He offers two explanations for this phenomenon. 
The sudden outbreak of ridicule provoked by the drop- 
ying and adding of the h about the beginning of the 
ineteenth century seemed to Mr. White an indication 
that the habit had been formed or had come into 
vogue with the lower clas.es during the eighteenth 
century, or that, having until that time prevailed 
among all classes, it was dropped and stigmatized as 
vulgar by the upper classes about the end of that cen- 
‘ary. 

Whatever be the truth, it is certain that up to the 
riddle of the nineteenth century the habit found occa- 
sional survivals even among the members of the edu- 
‘ated classes in Lendon. Thomas Adolphus Trollope, 
~ho, for a large part of his life, was an intimate friend 
end a neighbor of Walter Savage Landor’s, declares that 
that purist in written English was careless with his 
hs in daily speech. 

From a social point of view, the bar in London, as 
indeed in every other great city, is looked upon as the 
leading profession. Yet even in its ranks we are told 
there are found scattered about in unbeautiful profu- 
sion a few individuals whose lives are so many tussles 
with the letter h.“ There is a classic story of a 
counsel—a very worthy and recent recruit from the 
“other branch who persistently, throughout his, ad- 
‘ress to the jury. spoke of halter“ as “alter.” “Is this 
a criminal court?” the judge asked the clerk of the 
erraigns. He was assured it was. “Oh, it's all right: 
tut I thought I had strayed into an ecclesiastical in- 
guirx.“ 


Marcus Aurelius in Peril. 


[Rome dispatch to New York Sun:] Little drops of 
water have caused great danger to the world-famous 
equestrian statue of Marcus Aurelius, which is well 
known to visitors at the Capitol Square. City engi- 
neers have discovered that there are sundry cracks in 
the horse's body, which is of bronze, and that it now 
contains a considerable quantity of water. 

If the present rainy weather continues the accumu- 
lation of water inside the horse may overbalance the 
statue and cause it to fall. 

Therefore it has been decided to take Marcus Aure 
ius from the seat he has so majestically occupied for 
eighteen centuries and place him in a commanding po 
siden in the Capitoline Museum until the horse has 
been properly doctored.

In a few hours the water, which covers planks and 
all, ts observed to become suddenly thickened or muddy 
and pale green bubbles appear on its surface. Shortly 
afterward these burst and the fermented leaves lose 
most of their color. 

The planks are removed and the mass is violently 
stirred with long poles. When the sediment has set- 
tled again at the bottom of the first tank the liquid is 
run off through the discharge holes into the batidor, a 
smaller tank immediately below the holes of the first 
tank and of the same pattern. 

In the batidor the thick and mucilaginous liquid is agi- 
tated for two or three hours without cessation. This 
arrests all further fermentation, which at this stage 
would spoll the dye. 

At the same time this stirring, by continually bring- 
ing the liquid into contact with the oxygen of the air, 
causes certain chemical changes, the result of which is 
oxide of indigo (indigotin,) which appears in blue par 
ticles. These, settling as sediment and eventually 
solidifying, give that beautiful pigment known as indigo 
blue. Just before the cessation of the stirring a co 
agulant of milk of lime is added in order to acceler 
ate the precipitation. 

The water in the second tanks is then drawn off, 
but not before all the sediment has properly settled. 
The viscous mass remaining is put into iron pans and 
boiled over a slow fire. Repeated straining tous 
sacking concludes the process, and when thus rid of 
all the moisture the thick marine blue paste that re 
suits is put into shallow trays and thoroughly dried by 
means of even and prolonged pressure. 

The concrete cakes of indigo when removed from 
the trays are cut into cubes of the usual size and sen/ 
to market packed in sacks of rawhide.

AN APPRECIATION. 


F ALL the prosaic, humdrum figurea of our toiling- 
0 by-the-sweat-of-its-brow world, none can surpass in 

shop-worn commonplaceness the burden-bearing 
mule with its motheaten hide and leathery stolidity, yet 
in the romance of our States history—the romance of 
early Spanish life and old mission days; of stage coach 
and immigrant wagon of the overland journey across 
the plains; of mining camp and pioneer town; the ro- 
mance of our mountain trails and pathiess desert 
stretches, this same patient, plodding animal plays a 
leading role. 

Dehappily, the story of the Adam and Eve pioneers 
of the race in our California garden of Eden has left no 
hoof prints, the first official recognition of the mule's 
presence being in the year 1781, when the Spanish Gov- 
ernor, Felipe de Neve, distributed 345 mules, together 
with sixty-one horses, among the presidios, and issued 
@ series of regulations as to their proper care. 

The beasties took to the land of fat pasturage as a 
duck to water, and in fifty years’ time, instead of im- 
porting animals from Mexico, the California mule was 
“creating a sensation” beyond our borders. 

This is the picturesque way it came about: In 1831, 
a trading expedition with William Wolfskill, a Ken- 
tuckian, and Ewing Young from Tennessee at its head 
appeared in Los Angeles with a dazzling display of 
serapes which they offered the rancheros in exchange. 
for some of their mules. Imagine a ranchero hesitat- 
ing between a mule and a serape! The traders drove 
remarkably good bargains. Wolfskill and a small fol- 
lowing remained in California, but most of the band 
went back to New Mexico. On their homecoming 
there was a clatter of excited tongues and the sensa- 
tion already hinted at over the size and general excel- 
lence of the animals so cheaply acquired. 

This was the small beginning of that spectacular cara- 
van trade that for ten years was carried on between 
New Mexico and California, bringing into our territory 
settlers and serapes and taking out mules and treasure 
packs of silk and other valuable goods that ships had 
brought across the sea from China, the caravan leaving 
Santa Fe in October before the snows, spending two 
and a half weary months on the way, and returning 
after the snows had melted in April. 

But these early trading expeditions shrivel into in- 
significance when a few years later we come to the 
thgilling tales of other caravans that dared the peril- 
ous adventure of crossing the plains. : 

Edward MclIihaney, a forty-niner from Virginia, is 
one of the many pioneer writers whose account of 
actual experiences reads like a fairy story. 

And in this fairy story, from start to finish, a long- 
eared shadow looms large in importance. 

A hundred head of mules was deemed necessary for 
that well organized gold-seeking party of which the 
young Virginian was a proud member, and the animals 
being wild and unbroken,” it took a month to get 
acquainted” before a start could be risked. 

There were sixteen wagons in the train that finally 
left St. Joseph on the Missouri, the mules driven by 
a check line, the near mule also saddled, and two large 
sheet-iron wagon beds to be used as boats in crossing 
rivers. 

But the boats were not used for all rivers, the North 
Platte a case in point when ten mules fastened to a 
wagon tugged and floundered across. 

No doubt before half the fords were done the poor 
beasts hoped that they might never see a river again, 
and humanwise, before their journey ended would have 
given the world for a sight of a stream, their agony of 
thirst on the desert so great that the first smell of 
water made them almost unmanageable. 

Worse was yet to come—a hunger that bit to the 
quick. When they reached the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains not a spear of grass was to be found. As a last 
resource trees were felled that the ravenous mules 
might eat their leaves and bark. The secret of the 
source of supplies was soon out and ere long the 
sagacious beasts began to bray at the first sound of 
an ax. 

With caravans constantly arriving and disbanding 
there was no corner on mules in the gold-fever days, 
but this seldom meant a lying down in green pastures 
and a loitering beside beguiling creeks. There was 
work a-plenty for idle mules to do. 

One young man in San Francisco, blessed with a pair 
of mules and a small wagon, in three short months 
cleared the tidy sum of $1700. 

And of course everything had to be packed from 
town centers to outlying settleménts; food, cooking 
utensils, clothing, bedding, tents, all mining imple- 
ments of wartare. 

The Christmas jollity of a whole mining camp once 
hung upon a thread of half a dozen little pack mutes 
playing reindeer as they bore choice wine, cigars, to- 
bacco and all sorts of canned goods for Santa Claus 
day a distance of seventy-five miles—a thread that 
almost snapped, for on a narrow mountain trail with a 
precipice 200 feet deep yawning on one side, the mare 
leader took fright, the wild ringing of her bell driving 
terror to the hearts of the mules filing behind so that 
for one moment of panic it seemed that the whole 
train would be hurled to destruction. 

fing thread was badly snarled when another of these 


down a slope that nobody could stop him until a final 
bump over a rock ten feet from the ground below cried 
2 halt. The little beast was unconscious for a few 
minutes, but had no bones broken, while fortunately 
its pack was indestructible bacon and not the prize 
load of a 350-pound case of wild birds’ ezgs put down 
in lime. 

We ecarcely think of a mule as a thing of beauty, 
but Bonita, a saddle mule of the early days, was a 
fascinating exception to the rule of general homelli- 
ness and her owner has pictured her for us in most 
glowing words. 

A dark sorrel, runs the description, with three 
white feet, an extremely pretty tail, and a white 
‘roached” mane. A fine saddle and bridle of course, 
and steel spurs with little bells that could be heard 
a hundred yards and “seemed to encourage the mule.” 

Many are the romantic stories told of the homesick 
pioneer’s delight over the rare appearance in western 
wilds of lovely woman, and on two of these occasions 
at least our friend, the mule, plays an important part. 

At a faraway camp in the mounta'ns lived a happy 
family of three, an old miner, his young nephew, and 
their mule. 

One day the young man «ame to the uncle breathless

with excitement and made eager request to have the 
loan of the mule. 

As the animal was their “only means of communi- 
cation with the outside world,’ the old gentleman 
hesitated, but when the younger man told him that 
he had just heard of the arrival of a woman in a camp 
forty miles distant and must call on her or expire in 
the spot, a ready consent was given. 

At early dawn the young man and the mule started 
on their gallant errand, and alihough the lady was 
already married and the visit brief, the enthusiastic 
knight-—-and we trust his noble charger as well!— 
felt fully repaid for their long journey. 

The other incident took place at Canyon Creek. On 
the arrival of the first woman in that mining camp all 
the men quit work and rushed to the hilltop where the 
fair one had come to a halt. She was riding a mule, 
and according to tradition so great was the excitement 
that men lifted mule and all up off of the ground and 
carried their triumphant burden to the foot of the 
bill.

One particular type of searchlight, that used in the 
ues Canal, is especially interesting to canal-building 
Americans.

In the first case 
hen no vessel is approaching a concentrated beam of 
light uninterruptedly illuminating both banks of the 
canal is required. 

However, on the approach of a vessel being noted, in 
order that the navigation of the approaching ship may 
not be interfered with the concentrated beam must be 
split up in the following manner: The angle of diver 
gence of the beam must remain unaltered; that is, the 
width must be the same as that of the concentrated 
beam; but there must be a dark interval of five degrees 
extent in the middle of the beam. This dark interval 
is, of course, to prevent those in charge of the approach- 
ing vessel being temporarily blinded, with results which 
can be imagined better than described.

tion. Thence, so far as can be ascertained, have come 
all of the great and destructive epidemics of the disease 
since the beginning of historic times. From that region 
started the epidemic of 1894, which in the city of Canton 
„lone killed 180,000 people. Two years later it reached 
fombay, soon spreading all over India, where at the 
present time half a million human beings are dying 
cl plague annually. 

“By this time, in all likelihood, plague would have 
gone a long way toward destroying the commerce of 
San Francisco but for the work of the local and Fed- 
eral health authorities, who, aided by thousands of in- 
telligent and enterprising citizens undertook to destroy 
the rats. This work was begun in 1907, when there 
were fifty deaths from plague in the city, and was car- 
ried out so thoroughly that in a few months the epi- 
demic was brought to an end. There has been no plague 
in San Francisco, either in human beings or in rats, 
since 1908. 

“The destructiveness of plague may be judged from 
the history of one epidemic which, starting from Chins 
in 1334, killed 25,000,000 people in Europe (near'y one- 
fourth of the total population) within the few years 
foliowing. It is caused by a bacterial germ, bacillus 
pestis, which was discovered by Yersin at Hongkong in 
1894. rimarily an ailment of rats, as I have said, it is 
carried from rat to rat and from rat to man by the 
bite of the rat-flea. The fleas deposit their eggs in the 
nests of the rats, and the latter hatch them with the 
warmth of their bodies. 

“Rat fleas bite people. Usually they prefer to bite

Five 
thousand bacilli of plague may harbor in the gizzard of 
a vzincie flea, and the insect feels just as enterprising 
and athletic as if its digestive region contained no mi- 
crobes at all. In winter, when fleas are scarce. the 
epidemic becomes quiescent, though spreading mean- 
while among the rats, which huddle together in their 
turrows. But, while ufider such circi mstances ff may 
disappear entirely from among human beings, the dia 
ease is ‘stored’ in the rats. 

“The bacilli are held in the eas stomach, and for 
inoculating people with them, the insect is the most 
effective instrument imaginable. In the early stages of 
un epidemic the malady manifests itself in its victims 
by swellings of the lymphatic glands (called ‘buboes’) 
in the neighborhood of the part bitten. This is the so- 
called ‘bubonic’ form of the disease, which kills in 
about seven cases out of ten. Later on, if it continues 
to spread, it may assume much more dreadful phases 
the ‘pneumonic’ and the ‘septicemic.’ I will tell you 
about them presently. 

“Suppose that you were to walk out on the street 
some fine morning next week and saw two or three 
dead rats lying about in the gutters. They would 
not excite your attention particularly. But let us say 
that a dozen more came under your ee within on hour 
It might mean noth- 
ing at all of importance. But it might, on the other 
hand, signify a great deal. Certainly if saw anything 
of the kind I should want to examine some of those rats 
at the earliest possible moment, and find out if they 
had died of plague. For it is exactly in, this way, by a 
wholesale mortality among rats, that the first warning 
of a plague epidemic among humen beings is usually 
given. 

“The plague infection, however, may actually exist 


famong the rats of a city for a long while before they, 


begin to die in such numbers that the mortality excites 
attention. Meanwhile it is steadily spreading among 
them. The rat fleas spread it from rat to rat, and 
healthy rats, eating their plague-sick fellows, acquire 
the disease in this way. Presently, in some rat-infested 
shanty or tenement, a hungry flea; fresh from the cold 
corpse of a rat that has died of the malady, bites a man. 
Four or five days later the man is dead, the first victim 
of what might prove to be a frightful and destructive 
epidemic. 

“One thing to be clearly understood is that plague 
is not a filth disease. The well-to-do-citizen is as liable 
as the slum dweller to catch it, if rats harbor in his 
house or in other places he frequents. Furthermore, 
if the malady once assumes the ‘pneumonic’ form. it be- 
comes in a manner directly infectious, the very cough- 
ing and spitting of a person afflicted with it scattering 
death on every hand. Rats and rat fleas in this stage 
of an epidemic are no longer required as intermediaries. 
“You see, it happens this way. When more than 
a certain number of cases have developed the bungs of 
some of the victims are liable to become infected. 
Ihe germs, distributed from their sputum, get into the 
air. Other people breathe them, and soon the very 
atmosphere is poisoned. The infection then spreads 
iike wildfire and human beings die Ike flies. Such is 


the ‘pneumonic plague’ which recently has destroyed 


whole populations in China, wiping out entire towns 
within a few weeks. 

“Plague in this form is like an extremely malignant 
iype of pneumonia, so far as its symptoms manifested 
in the individual are concerned. It is not always dis- 
t.nguishable in its commencing stages from ordinary 
pneumonia, but it kills with great certainty and with 
remarkable quickness. The lungs fili up with water 
and the patient dies within a day or two. 

“There is, however, still another form of placue, to 
which I have already alluded—the ‘septicemic’—in 
which the symptoms produced are those of a frightful 
blood poisoning. The germs find their way directly into 
the blood stream and the sufferer literally rots to death 
in a few days. : 

“The association of rats with plagve is so obv‘ous as 
to have excited notice even in very early times But 
our knowledge of the agency of the rat flea as a 
carrier of the disease from rat to rat and from rat to 
man, has been obtained onl¥ within the last very few 
years. We have proved the case against the insect in 
many ways, of which it will suffice briefly to mention 
two. llealthy rats do not take the disease from plague 
sick rats when confined in cages with them if the latter 
ate first entirely freed of fleas by careful combing. 
Again, caged rats In an infected plane do not contract 
plague if suspended hich enough to be beyond reach 
of a flea’s jump. 

“Some rats, strange to say, seem to be immune to 
plague. It would be interesting te know why. On the 


other hand, white rats are éspecially «usceptible to the 


malady, and on this account, as well as because they 


are comparatively tame and easily handled, have been 
used to a Considerable extent for experimental purpose:

HILE it may be true that our average amount 
of atmospheric moisture does not fall much below 
that of the Atlantic Coast we are made aware in many 
ways (mostly pleasant but sometimes unpleasant) that 
our summer days have a much less per cent. of relative 
humidity than is found in any “eastern State.”

Intensive Keg Culture. 


T. E. Quisenberry has been good enough to send to 
the writer some of the results attained by the national 
egg-laying contest now going on at the Missouri State 
Experiment Station, the first six months of which was 
completed the last day of April. Fifty-two pens of 
five birds each laid more than 100 eges. each during 
that month, of which the pen of Barred Rocks stood 
first, with a record of 137. In pen records for the six 
months the Black Orpingtons lead. The comparative 
averages of all breeds per pen for the six months, 
where one or more pens are in competition, were as fol 
lows: All Orpingtons 4023 eges, all Reds 394, all Leg 
horns 321, all Wyandottes 203, all Cornish 307, all An- 
conas 304, all Langshans 299, all Plymouth Rocks 277, 
all Minorcas 262, all ducks 260, all Brahmas 213, all 
lamburgs 185. Sixty-five individual hens and pullets 
made a record of more than 100 eggs each during the 
same period, among the highest being the following: 
S. C. Red 137 eggs, Silvér Wyandotte 134, R. C. White 
Leghorn 132, White Orpington 132, Silver Wyandotte 129, 
R. C. Red 127, Buff Orpington 126, Barred Rock, 122, 
White Wyandotte 121, Silver Wyandotte 120. 
These figures and results are valuable in that they 
clearly show what improvement is possible in the av- 
erage flocks on the average poultry plant. And while 
the contest is only half-finished, and all the data bear- 
ing on feeding methods and feeds, management and 
caretaking, will not be published until after the effort 
is completed, nevertheless enough has already been 
accomplished to show that intensive poultry culture 
is still a matter of great betterment with the average 
breeder. Commenting on the economic value of egg 
contests as educational factors, D. Baker Hobart, 
United States Consul at Tasmania, in a recent report 
on similar events in that country, says: Egg laying 
competitions under government auspices are proving a 
successful means of promoting much popular interest in 
the subject of intense egg production and are serving 
as object lessons to poultry raisers as to the methods 
which give the most profitable results. Two of these 
contests, each lasting a year, have already been con- 
cluded, and a third will terminate in May, 1912. Ege 
production in Tasmania has improved considerably dur- 
ine the past few years. Some few years ago this State. 
although it contains no larger center of population, could 
not supply itself with eggs, and imported from the 
mainiand of Australia. Now Tasmania exports eggs to 
the other States and has an increasing trade in u 
piying ships’ stores.” 

With the prevailing upward tendency in the price of 
all feedstuffs and the higher cost of living there is 
bound to be a readjustment of values, and in no way 
can the poultryman more quickly bring about a health- 
ier condition in his business than by an increase of 
his crops by the introduction of more prolific strains 
of laying hens. 


Wonderful Showers of Spiders. 

[New York Sun ] Gilbert White gives an gree 
of a spider shower that continued for nearly a whole 
day. Darwin saw one at sea. Each spider was sup 
ported, it appears, by a tiny parachute composed ef a 
tew threads of almost invisible gossamer. 

Spider showers have from time to time been made 
tte subject of scientific reports in this country. One of 
them gives this description of the phenomenon: 

On the morning of this shower there had been some 
clectrteal disturbance. There had been one loud 
peal of thunder but no rain. At 10 o'clock there was 
observed a number of spiders that ran over the coat 
sleeves of the observer. He brushed off several trails 
ef gossamer web. 

Upon looking about he discgvered that the houses, 
salle and trees showed these webs dangling from 
‘hem: and that other gossamer webs were continually 
falling from above and adding to the accumulation. 

By midday a fence was festooned from point to point 
„tits triangular rail tops with a ribbonlike iadder of 
-ossamer, and this continued to become broader and 
croader as the tiny creatures continued to run along 
this ladder, each spider increasing the breadth by 
edding its own contribution of another silken thread. 
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excited and hurried manner, as if they had lost their 
way in a strange country. Some, in proceeding over 
tLeir improvised road, made mistakes and got into the 
bordering webs of the garden spiders, by which they 
were speedily devoured. 

At 1 o'clock the clouds vanished, the sun came out 
and the observer noticed that some of the spiders had 
tegun to reascend into the atmosphere. Fixing his 
gaze upon one of them he observed that as it left the 
gossamer pathway it selected a clean spot on an iron 
railing and. gathering fts legs closely together, pro- 
jected its spinnerets, several threads that extended 
cutward and stretched upward from nine to twelve 
inches. Then this parachute seemed to show a buoyant 
tendency, and suddenly the tiny creature let co of the 
iron rail, or was lifted off it, and quickly vanished into 
the air. 


Odd Fruit, the Durian. 

[New York Sun:] The East furnishes in the durian 
one of the strangest of fruits It has been called “the 
king of fruits, as the orange is the queen,” but there 
are many who entertain no liking for it. 

There is this difficulty about the durian, its consump 
tion presents the same obstacle to enjoyment as a ripe 
cheese. To eat a durian one must first overcome his 
sense of smell The odor of the durian suggests Lim- 
burger cheese, onion sauce, brown sherry and other in- 
congruities. It has also been compared to the smell of 
a limekiln in full operation. 

The Malays are excessively fond of the fruit, and 
those Europeans whose sense of smell is not over- 
delicate contend that the durian is like rich buttery 
ustard flavored with almonds. 

A British officer at Penang once dined a member 
cf Parliament about to leave for home Among other 
delicacies an overripe durian was placed upon the table. 
rhe guest, on being pressed to partake of it, declined, 
with this remark: 


“It may have been very good last season, but if you 
vill excuse me, I would rather not venture en it now.” 
A learned man in the East once tried to confute an 
atheist. He bade him reflect, just as an acora ell upon 


the unbeliever’s head, that if the acorn had been a 
tumpkin, it would have cracked his skull. 

“See, my friend,” said the learned man. the evi- 
dence is not only of a Creator, but of a beneficent Provi- 
dence, in the fact that only small nuts and fruits are 
permitted to grow on trees.” 

The reasoning is contradicted by facts. The durian 
ic as large as a mans head, and is covered with sharp 
spines. It grows upon a large tree, somewhat similar 
to the walnut. When ripe it fails, and if it should 
ttrike any one the chances are that it would inflict 
damage. The natives, knowing the danger of a blow 
from a falling durian, stretch nets under the trees in 
populous places, so that the fruit may be caught’ as it 
talls.

Prunes in California. 
A PRODUCT WHICH HAS VERY GREAT 
MARKET IN EUROPE.

Das attained tremendous proportions, and 
alone, according to recent estimates, amounted tw 
000,000 pounds, its value being estimated at $10,000,- 
0-0 to $11,000,000. This was the greatest harvest in 
the history of the industry with the exception of that of 
1902, when 197,000,000 pounds were produced. The 
venue was also unusually large last season 
prices were good, owing to the great demand 
product both at home and abroad. 

The Santa Clara Valley is called the home 
prune in California, and yields nearly one-half 
output. It was also the pioneer section in the develop 
inent of the industry. The neighboring districts are 
also well adapted to the product. It is produced es- 
tensively in the San J Valley, as well as in por 
tons of the Sacramento Valley and in the Coast val 
levs. In fact, prunes are grown in nearly every part 
o California, but the great percentage of the production 
comes from the regions just mentioned. 
liow the Industry Began. 

There is quite an atmosphere of romance attached 
to the history of the bringing of the first prune cuttings 
into the State. They were introduced by a French- 
man named Pellier, or rather by two Pellier brothers, 
for both of them had a hand in it, according to the 
s Oory as given by one authority. 

I’ seems that in 1849 one of the Pellier brothers, 
ramed Louis, being attracted like many others by 
the discovery of gold, came to California. He had 
been a nurseryman or horticulturist of some kind in 
his native land, but when he reached this State he 
located in Trinty county and joined tbe throng 
of miners. Apparently his attempt at making money 
hing for precious metal did not prove very success- 
ful, for in the early fifties he left the Trinity district 
und came to Santa Clara county. He made his home 
in San Jose, and took up the line of work he had pur- 
in France. 

Shortly after this he induced his brother Pierre to 
come to this State. The two worked together for 
several years in the nursery, but in the spring of 1856 
lierre went back to his old home to marry a girl to 
whom he was engaged. He made use of this opportu 
nity also to gather seeds and cuttings for many trees 
end plants which he brought with him when he re 
turned to California. Among these were some taken 
fiom prune trees. They were packed with especial care 
in a box sixteen inches square by four feet long, lined 
with cloth, and every precaution was taken to insure 
their safe arrival, because it was thought probable 
‘hat they would grow in California. Pierre and his 
wife traveled by way of the isthmus, and when they ar- 
tived in San Francisco in the winter of 1856, they im- 
mediately sent the prune cuttings to Louis at Ban 
Jose, and he successfully grafted them on plum trees. 

This version of the story is the substance of one 
which appears in the State Horticultural Report 
for 1891. There is another which gives all the honor 
to Louis Pellier and none to Pierre, claiming that the 
former was the one who went back to France to se- 
cure a wife. While such a difference in the state 
ments of the events might be of great importance to 
the family of Pelliers, it has little bearing on the prune 
industry as a whole. To all intents Louis was the prin- 
cipal figure in the introduction of the fruit, for he was 


the first person to grow trees successfully in this State. 


Prunes seemed to create little interest on the part 
part of the early settlers at first, and according to the 
Horticultural Report above referred to, nearly a quarter 
of a century elapsed before the industry had attained 
any great size. There was one person, however, who 
took notice of Pellier’s experiments with the produc: 
quite early, and this was a German named Kamp. He 
is said to have been the first to set out trees in or- 
chard rows about 1860. 

Things began to look quite promising for the prune 


Industry about 1870 when the planting of what was 


probably the first large commercial orchard—t2e, 
Bradley grove—took place at Stevens’ Creek abou:. 
two miles from San Jose. Fruit-raising in Califor- 
nia was then beginning to demand some attention, and 
prunes attracted the interest of those who were pio- 
neering in horticultural pursuits. Another early or- 
chard was that of O'Banion aud Kent, which was set 
out at Saratoga about 1878 or 1879. A hundred acres 
were planted to the [fruit at the same place about two 


years later by Dr. Handy, and the Buxton grove near 
Saratoga was started about the same time. The pro 
duction began to attain some proportions, and a very 
rapid development commenced. By 1886 the yield of 
the fruit had risen to 4,340,000 pounds. California 
prunes brought a very high price in the early days, 
and it is said that in some cases they sold at 15 to 25 
cents a pound. However, such activity ensued in the 
industry as a result of theme attractive returns that they 
quickly became less alluring and finally settled down 
at 5 cents a pound. With the possible exception of a 
few years, prices for the fruit have fluctuated about this 


In 1886, when as stated above the production of 
prunes in this State was something over 4,000,000 
pounds, the imports of the fruit from Europe, in which 
some plums were included, amounted to nearly 68.

such large quantities. The amount imported sank a 
few seasons later into the hundreds of thousands and 
has remained there ever since. In 1899 the prune 
output of California passed tie 100,000,000-pound 
mark, while in 1902, it rose to 195,000,000 pounds, the 
greatest crop in the history of the industry. During 
recent years it has sometimes been over, sometimes 
under, 100,000,000 pounds, depending on the season, 
while on the other hand three years ago less than 
300,000 pounds of the fruit were imported. 
©o-operation and the Export Trade.

California now sends probably nearly 100,000,000 
pounds of prunes to Europe. The importations today 
amount to practically nothing It is said that even 
some of the fancy grades which France ships to this 
country are made up of the fruit from this State which 
has been treated in some way to give it an inviting 
appearance. 
The export trade which has been built up for the 
prune is in itself one of the most distinctive features 
of the industry. The production has attained some 
monumental proportions that it is necessary to find a 
market abroad for some of the output, and how suc- 
cessful the producers have been is clearly shown by 
the figures given in the early part of this article. We 
are now practically the greatest supply station in the 
world for this dried fruit. 

As far as I can learn, the Buropean trade in prunes 
was started at a time when efforts were beirg made 
to establish a substantial co-operative institution for 
marketing the crop. Unfortunately the application of 
this business principle has not been anywhere near as 
successful in the deciduous fruit industries as it has 
in citrus fruit growing. Associations for marketing 
prunes have been established, and after thriving for a 
while, have generally bid the world a stormy good-by. 
If any such organizations are in existence at the pres- 
ent time, they are small because nearly all the crop 
is sold to distributors and packers, and this method of 
marketing seems on the whole to be about the most 
successful. However, the prune exchange or band 
of associations which existed at one time has left us 
quite a heritage in the European trade. The market 
abroad has to a certain extent been the salvation of 
prune-growing in years when the crop has been of great 
magnitude. 


Of the varicties of the fruit introduced into the State, 
probably the most important are the Petit Prune d'Agen 
or French prune, which was imported by Pellier, and 
the Robe de Sergeant. The former will do well al- 
most anywhere in California, while the latter is espe 
cially suited to the valleys in the interior and those on 
the coast of Central California. Other leading kinds 
are the German prune and the socalled silver prune. 
It may be stated bere that the distinction between 
plums and prunes is mainly this: the latter do not sour 
in drying, whereas the former do. : 


Preparing Prunes for Market. 


Prunes ripen in the latter part of August or in Sep- 


tember and are generally left to mature until they fall, 
the ground being made clean and level beneath the 
trees. Sometimes the branches are shaken to induce 
fruit to drop. After being gathered, the product is 
usually graded. There ‘are all manner of appliances, 
patent and home-made, for carrying on this work, in- 
cluding screens with different-sized holes, adjustable 
slats, etc. Whes die different sizes have been sepa 
rated, the fruit is dipped in lye, which according to 
those experienced in the process should be near boil- 
ing point, and a pound of lye to twenty gallons of 
water is recommended. Some favor even a stronger 
solution. The purpose of this proceeding is to crack 


the skin of the prune so that the sun can draw out

the moisture. There is

prunes are allowed to lie out in the open until the ae 
has dried them out, and following this they are soe 
times “sweated.” Then they are dipped in some Kin 
of fluid to give them a gloss.

“The animals of the jungles instinctively select a 
diet containing the chemical elements necessary to 
build up and maintain their bodies. This object lesson 
is constantly placed before the human family, but fails 
to challenge it amy very extended or very earnest effort 
to profit thereby. No one would seriously doubt that 
it is necessary to use a diet which contains the chemi- 
cal elements required to build the body and maintain it. 

“It would seem, therefore, that it should be the 
@arnest and primary wish of every individual to learn 
az nearly as possible the chemical formula of the body 
The fact is, however, that the usual attitude on this 
cubject is that of lethargy. The ordinary layman con- 
tinually holds the attitude that these are subjects which 
can only be understood by his physician, or at best, 
his doctor, and that they are subjects entirely out of 
bis domain. 

“Even among members of the profession the subject 
does not receive that hearty investigation which i 
should. Instead of going at the work in an intelligent 
fashion, to learn the chemica! formula of the body and 
how to supply, in proper relation, the various elements, 
the time is usually wasted in unprofitable discussion 
of the various kinds of food, and this without much re 
gard to the consistence of any of the substances in- 
volved. 

“Here, of course, I refer to the prolonged discussions 
between those who insist on mans being omnivorous, 
and those who classify him as vegetarian, while it very 
Clearly appears that, with the construction of man in 
view and his ability of adaptation, the kind of food, in 
this respect, is a very insignificant matter, and really 
Ppplies more strongly to the taste and instruction of the 
individual than to the nature of the food.

“It needs no profound discussion to show that there 
i no important difference, dietetically, between meats 
and nuts containing the same character of food value, 
end that if there is any difference, it is in favor of the 
more bulky and less dense substances. N 

“Along this line there is every phase of training and 
prejudice, some insisting that fiesh is good food, pro 
vided the animal from which it was taken lived exclu- 
sively from the vegetable kingdom. These same persons 
are usually found to enjoy and recommend the fish 
diet, or at least fish for part of a diet, not stopping to 
think that fish live upon the bodies of swaller fish and 
water insects, and therefore should come within their 
tule of prohibition. 

“Again others, who insist that the vegetable kingdom 
alone furnishes substantial feod, are usually found to 
be addicted to the use of milk, butter and eggs, forget- 
ting that these are not only meat in the fullest sense of 
the word, but that eggs are the product of a filthy-living 
fow|. as a rule. They also forget that vegetables con- 
tain their entire depuratory systems, filled with de- 
puratory elements, which cannot be removed im their 
preparation for ingestion, while the depuratory parts, 
intestines and the like and excretory glands are re 
moved from flesh foods. 

“It seems practicable and clear that instead of wast- 
ine time im this manner of discussion and argument, 
u would be much better to make 3 careful selection 
of the products from either the animal or vegetable 
kingdoms best suited to the needs of the occasion and 
best adapted to the alimentary canal of the particular 
individual. for. after all, when all these prefatory con- 
viderations are laid aside, the whole question finally 
reverts to the actual needs of the body, which cannot 
be supplied except from products which contain the 
elements necessary and it is quite immateria) from 
what kingdom those elements are obtained. 

The Question—One of Chemistry. 

“All the talk about pure and impure foods should be 
relegated, because the whole question is one of chem- 
istry and rot of purity, and any food, by fermentation, 
may become, from a food standpoint, pure or impure, 
depending entirely on the cheinical result reached by 
the process. Substances may be disintegrated ani 
afterward rearranged and from a food standpoint be 
pure, the whole matter depending upon the chemical 
consistence of the after-product. Cheese furnishes a 
good illustration in this regard. : 

“Therapeutists have spent much time in securing 
an analysis of the human body, and in a general way it 
has been found that there are four original elements 
of which the body is composed, and that from these 
there are a number of fragmentary or incidental com- 
positions, which add to the list so that it is now 
claimed that there are fourteen elements, with traces 
of three others, entering into the consistence of the 
human body, in approximately the following ;,

No one would be heard to say that milk, con- 
tidered solely from its chemical consistence, is not an 
excellent food, yet when the mouth of the adult com- 
vared with that of the babe is considered, and it is 
observed that the babe’s mouth is so constructed as to 
insalivate milk during the whole process of ingestion, 
while the mouth of the adult is constructed to chew 
solid and resistant substances and not to retain milk, 
which the adult drinks, in which manner it is not in- 
salivated at all, but gets to the gastric juices without 
any preparation, and hence becomes a curd and an in- 
digestible mass in the stomachs of many individuals, it 
will be understood that the chemical consistence is 4 
very secondary consideration in deciding whether milk 
an advantageous diet for the adult. 

A Few Simple Rule 


“There are a few simple rules which, if put into force, 
will help the individual to arrive at the minimum of 
danger respecting all these grave questions. 

“First—Let the individual exercise abstemiousness—- 
temperance in the matter of ingestion, always and 
under all circumstances, never eating to satiety. 

“Second—Let the substances selected contain the 
necessary chemicals to build up and maintain the body, 
and let them contain sufficient debris to hold them in 
the alimentary canal to give time for the extraction of 
these chemicals. 

“Third—Let each of the substances ingested be 
handled according to the law of its construction. with 
relation to the law of the functional operation in the 


illustration, if the adult will take milk, let him eat it 
and not drink it. If he will eat eggs, put them in such 
shape that he must chew them and not swallow them 
whole, as is the usual method. 

“Fourth—See to it that food is at all times taken 
at intervals sufficiently far apart to give the digestive 
system sufficient rest, and above all see to it that that 
test Is not disturbed by any form of nibbling between 
meals. 

“If these rules are carefully followed and the other 
suggestions herein given are carried out, the subject of 
dietetics will be found to be a very simple one.”

{Physical Culture:] In a discussion on rabies—the 
animal infection—at a medical meeting recently, the 
interesting fact developed that of more than a hundred 
physicians representing the leading medical thought for 
several hundred miles around, not one had ever seen 4 
case of hydrophobia, though three or four bad observed 
the disease rabies in dogs. 

Authorities in veterinary medicine are divided as to 
tlhe post-mortem evidences of rabies in animals, some 
saying that certain bodies (Negri bodies,) found in the 
Lrain and medulla, are positive evidence of rabies, and 
others insisting with equal assurance that these bodies 
may be found in animals dying from other causes than 
rabies. In human beings, the diagnosis of the disease 
Bydrophobia rests entirely on symptoms, since there is 
no pathagnomonic or absolute sign, and this explains 
how cases of hysterical spasms, tetanus, delirium tre- 
mens, epilepsy, sun-stroke, brain tumor and the like 
have been mistaken for hydrophobia. This error was 
manifest in the report of the Philadelpbia coroner's of- 
fice for the year 1897, when a hydrophobia-phobia 


frightened the people.

New Food Plants. 
A RUSSIAN CHERRY FOUND THAT MAY 
PROVE VALUABLE. > 


[Christian Science Monitor:] Discovery of plants 
that will add to the food supply of the United States is 
the purpose of a trip to Russia and Siberia from which 
Frank N. Meyer, the government agricultural explorer, 
has just returned. His intended visit to China for a 
like purpose Was postponed on account of the unset- 
tled conditions there. 

Mr. Meyer especially wished to find fruits capable of 
wintering in the Dakotas and adjoining States. In 
this he says he believes that he has been successful, 
for in Russia he found a cherry that is highly prized 
by the people and is extremely profitable. It grows 
on a bush instead of on a tree, and is a rather small, 
red, acid fruit. 

These hardy bushes bear regularly and abundantly. 
Mr. Meyer has brought a quantity of them to this coun- 
try, and they will be planted under government super- 
vision in the localities where it is hoped to acclimate 
them. It will take about four years to determine how 
practical it will be to grow the Russian cherry in 
America, it is said. 

In Siberia, Mr. Meyer found a hardy apricot which 
will grow further north than any variety known in 
this country. The fruit is slightly smaller than our 
apricot, but in flavor and color it is similar. This will 
be tested also by the government in an attempt to add 
to the list of fruits in the scantily-supplied districts of 
the country. 

The fact that the hardy wild apricot has been found 
growing all over the mountains of Northern China has 
encouraged the belief that this fruit can be more gen- 
erally grown in this country than has been supposed. 
There are even now isolated cases of trees that have 
flourished for years in the climate of Massachusetts 
and even in Wisconsin. 

Mr. Meyer says he thinks that he has made a highly 
valuable discovery in a new forage crop. In Siberia he

in the Philippines, being infected with plague by feeding 
them with diseased material and by hypodermic injec- 
tions of cultures of bacillus pests. 

“In view of what I have said, it is obvious that the 
most important thing is to take the proper measures of 
precaution in time. The health authorities of our 
cities should promptly organize systematic. rat hunts, 
and find out by bacteriological examination whether or 
not there is any plague infection in the rodent popula- 
tion. 

“As for ratproofing, to which we must come sooner or 
later in all our great inhabited centers, it is accom- 
plished chiefly by the proper reconstruction of sewers, 
the use of cement and concrete for the cellars and base- 
ments of dwellings, the building of re-enforced concrete 
houses for food supplies, the erection of ratproof in- 
closures on wharves for the reception of merchandise in 
process of transportation, and the lining of all feed bins 
in stables with metal—these measures to be supple- 


ered sheet-iron cans, the doing away with accumulations 
of refuse of any kind, and the raising of shanties and 
small outbuildings some feet above the ground, so that 
cats and dogs, the natural enemies of rats, may range 
beneath them. 

“If ever you should see rats staggering about the 
streets, as if unable to control their movements, you 
may suspect them to be plague-sick. It is an old, and 
a true, saying that ‘drunken rats foretell the coming of 
the plague.’”
